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FENIANISM IN IRELAND. 


LIKE the relapse of a patient supposed to be fast recovering 
from an attack of inflammation, premonitory symptoms of 
renewed Fenian troubles in Ireland try our patience and fill 
our hearts with dismay, The evil is one which it is so im- 
possible to give way to, and so difficult to cure ; it inflicts so 
much social mischief in its incipient and latent stage, and 
threatens such additional mischief in its outbreak ; it is such 
an absurd craze, and yet so dangerous to all who are within 
reach of its frenzy, that we cannot affect surprise at the alarm 
it creates. No doubt, like the plague or the cholera, it is capable 
of being traced to some violation or neglect, now or hereto- 


| fore, of laws which claim universal obedience ; but the political 
disaffection which had its origin in political injustice, and which 
| just now seems to defy all remedial treatment, has assumed 
such a novel type, is so complicated with other disintegrating 
elements, and is so seemingly capricious in its active mani- 
festations, that the most experienced statesmanship is per- 
plexed by its extraordinary phenomena, It must be watched 
closely—it must be dealt with vigorously—at least in its acute 
form of development; but as in the physical epidemics to 
which we have alluded, fresh air, pure water, plenty of sun- 
light, and scrupulous cleanliness exert a greater extirpating 
force than any medicinal specific; so in this political 
epidemic we must rely upon an unfaltering and persistent 














course of enlightened legislation and just administration, if 
we expect ever to destroy the germs of the malady. 

Ireland, our readers need scarcely be told, is once more in 
astate of ferment, The disaffected peasantry and artisans, 
including, we fear, not a few tenant farmers, wait the signal 
for an extensive rising, and are prepared to hail the establish- 
ment of a pure Celtic republic, About what that republic 
is to do for them there seems to be some uncertainty. The 
British people cannot yet be sure of the data on which their 
information rests, Assuming that .they have not been 
misled, it would appear that the ultimate object of 
Fenianism is to drive every Englishman out of Ireland, 
to confiscate and divide their property, and to re-

Should the anticipated outbreak occur, no one can doubt 
what will be its issue, The time selected by the arch-con- 
spirator is anything but a fortunate one for the success of his 
undertaking.“ Had England been at war with any of the 
great Powers—with the United States especially—had she 
been sorely pressed from without and distracted by divisions 
within, Fenianism might haye had a chance of at least a 
temporary triumph. But England is at peace; her foreign 
relations are undisturbed ; her colonies are loyal and tranquil, 
and India has no military expedition afoot.

| THE FESTIVITIES OF ITALIAN LIBERTY 
AT VENICE, 

| THE splendid and enthusiastic reception of the King of Italy at 
Venice, on the 7th ult., the decorations of the city, the procession 
of fantastically-shaped barges and gondolas in which the delegates 
of the Venetian municipalities went along the Grand Canal to meet 
him, and his landing, amidst the acclamations of the people, at the 
Doge’s Palace, whence he ay me to attend public worship in St. 
Mark's Cathedral, were fully described and illustrated in our last 
Publication, Several additional Mlustrations are now given, from 
the sketches taken by M. Mariani, our Special Artist, showing the 
series of festive exhibitions and entertainments, most characteristic 
of the ancient fashions and customs of Venice, which took place 
during the four or five days of his Majesty’s sojourn there, before 
he set forth on his tour through the provinces and towns recently 
annexed to the Italian kingdom. 

These festivities were doubtless meant in part to bid welcome to 
Victor Emmanuel, and to do him the honours of loyalty ; but they 
were intended in a still greater degree to express the joy of the 
Venetians on account of their liberation from a foreign dominion 
and to celebrate the final accomplishment of those ardent desires for 
the unity and independence of the whole Italian nation which have 
been cherished by the patriots of Italy in three successive gene- 
rations, since the wars of Napoleon [. The iniquitous bar- 
gain of Campo Formio, by which the Venetian provinces, 
trusting in the alliance of the French Republic, were bartered 
away to the house of Austria in exchange for the French conquests 
in Flanders, has been felt as a cruel injury, rankling in all Italian 
hearts; and the great act of justice and pradence by which that 
injury has now been redressed is an occasion of such national 
rejoicing, both at Venice and in every other part of Italy, as 
strangers can hardly conceive. It was not entirely, therefore, for 
the sake of the King, though he is justly popular for his honest 
fidelity to the constitution and to the cause of Italian liberty, that 
these sumptuous festivities were prepared, but more especially for 
the sake of the common country, to which Venice is henceforth 
joined,

of the old species of entertainment called a masquerade, for which 
ice was formerly renowned. It took place in the spacious piazza 

front of St. Mark’s Cathedral, on the night of 10th ult, 
‘The place was brightly lighted with gas; there were several bands 

| of music, filling the air with the most enlivening strains; the 
various companies of provincial rausicians, the Chiozziotti and the 
Napoletani, wearing their quaint rustic garb, and handling their 
mandolines, drums, fifes, castanettes, bagpipes, or other instraments 
of a peculiar shape, contributed to the motley aspect and noisy 
mirth of the assembly ; the diversity of costumes in the promenade, 
and the gaiety of the company, shown in dancing, flirting, and

miscellaneous conversation, made up a very pleasant and animated 
scene. 

On the next day, Sunday, the 11th ult., there was in the evening 
a splendid illumination and display of fireworks in the Piazza of St. 

| Mark, which looked grand with the front of the magnificent 
cathedral (a wondrous edifice of variegated marbles, adorned with 
exquisite carvings, and built in an Oriental style of architecture, 
with many domes and pinnacles); while the ‘neighbouring open 
square of the Piazzetta, which adjoins the Doge's Palace, with the 
two pillars bearing the statues (one of the Lion of St. Mark, and the 
other of St. Theodore standing a crocodile 
glorious with the coloured flame of Bengal lights, 
scene represented by one of our Engravings. The Piazzettais shown, 
crowded with people; on the water are many gondolas, burning 
lights of their own; the Doge’s Palace is to the left hand, the Zecca 
| or Mint to the right, and the Church of San Giorgio Maggiore in the 
| background, across the water, In the centre is a group of mus 
ranged in a circle. 

The serenade with which the King was regaled in the evening of 
the following day (Monday, the 12th), under the balcony of the 
Palazzo Foscari, on the Grand Canal, is the subject of a third 
Illustration, The stately palaces and mansions which rise from the 
water's edge were brilliantly lighted up by their inhabitants, at the 
express invitation of the municipal authorities, the reflection from 
their windows on the water, broken by the stroke of innumerable 
oars, with the frequent display of coloured lights on the steps and 
balconies, affording a beautiful spectacle. he band of musicians 
was conveyed along the canal in a sort of double vessel called a 
galleggiante, formed by fastening two barges together, with a floor 
of plauks laid over them, upon which the orchestra and the vocalists 
had a secure footing. The Illustration shows the approach of this 
vessel, attended by a number of gaily-decorated gondolas, carrying 
music and merriment of their own, to the Rialto Bridge, where the 
people thronged by thousands, cheering and applauding the festive 
“ro as they passed. 

The regatta on the Grand Canal, the reopening of the Fenice 
Opera-house, which had been closed since 1859, and the bal masque, 
or rather promepade, which took place in the same theatre, were 
scenes well worthy of illustration, and did not escape the pencil of 
our Special Artist ; but we have not space for engravings of all these 
subjects. The Illustration on our front page shows an interesting cere- 
mony performed by King Victor Emmanuel, in the Piazza of St. Mark, 
on the morning of the llth, when his Majesty formally recognised 
the military banner of the municipality of Venice borne during the 
siege of that city by the Austrians in 1849, after the Italian revo- 
lutions of the ersene year, There was an important political 
significance in this act on the part of the King, since the Venetian 
patriots, in that conflict against the foreign oppressors of Italy, had 
refused to commit the fortunes of Venice to the late King of 
Sardinia, Charles Albert ; and did not, in fact, co-operate directly 
with the Piedmontese army, but preferred to fight alone, under their 
dictator, Daniel Manin, as the Romans did, with an equally disas- 
trous result, under Mazzini and Garibaldi, in the same year. The 
ceremony of the present occasion was, therefore, hailed as a 
sign of mutual loyalty and unity between the King of Italy, 
son and successor to that unfortunate King of Sardinia, and the 
leaders of the old Republican party in Venice, The surviving 
veterans of the memorable defence of 1849, which was one of the 
noblest examples of courage and fortitude recorded in modera 

history, were mustered, by order of the municipal authorities, to 
attend their glorious standard. Those of the neighbouring cities, 
Padua and Vicenza, with the volunteer soldiers who had fought in 
their behalf, were also mt. The National Guard formed a 
double line, through which the King advanced, with his Staff, and, 
saluting the banner, addressing a brief speech to those who 
bore it and to the re utatives of the city, affixed to its flag- 
staff the gold medal of the Order of Military Valour. The soldiers 
returned their salute, and the King retired amidst the hearty 
acclamations of the people.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INIELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Nov. 29, 
THE political questions that at the present moment agitate the 
French press are the state of matters in Mexico and the anticipated 
state of affairs in Rome. Interminable discussions take place on 
such points as to whether the Emperor Maximilian has retired from 
the city of Mexico to Orizaba and virtually abdicated; whether he 
did this to avoid a meeting with Marshal Casteluau; whether the 
latter’s instructions are to hurry on the return of the residue of the 
French army ; and whether the transports now fitting out at Cher- 
bourg will be ready in time, With regard to Rome, there has been 
a whisper for some time past that the Empress desired an interview 
with the Pope to reassure him that he might still count on French 
sympathy, and to urge him on no account to leave the Eternal City, 
but to wait the issue of coming events; and it is understood that 
the Pope, knowing the Empress’s wish, has invited her and the 
Prince Imperial—who, I hear, has been somewhat unwell lately— 
to come to Rome during the approaching Christmas, sat ee 

The Emperor has been making numerous excursions and joining 
shooting-parties in the neighbourhood of Compiégne, to the — 
advantage, it is said, of his general health. He presides regularly 
at the weekly Council of Ministers and at the meetings of the army 
commission, which, by-the-way, is understood to have concluded its 
labours, At any rate, it is confidently stated that the draught of 
the measure to be submitted to the Council of State was read at the 
last meeting held by the commission. Another breech-loading small- 
arm is just now exciting attention over here. The Emperor received 
Lientenant Bonnin, the inventor, at Compiégne the other day, 
minutely inspected the model rifle, saw it tried, and was so pleased 
with its simplicity and efficacy that he invited the sub-officer to 
breakfast with him, and gave orders for an immediate trial of the 
weapon to take place at Vincennes, , 

The Belgium and Rhine questions are cropping up again, and M, 
de Girardin, in the Liberté, boldly proclaims that France must and 
will have the entire left bank of the Rhine, including “the little 
State,” of course ; as for the right bank, he kindly says that Prassia 
may do as she pleases with it. 

The deaths of several Frenchmen of more or less note have been 
mentioned by the Paris papers within the last few days, Of these 
the best known in England was Gavarni, whose real name was Paul 
Chevalier, and whose reputation as a pictorial satirist may be said 
to have been European, He began life as a poor lad in the shop of 
an epgineer, and stole a few occasional hours from his hard labour in 
this establishment to practise drawing at a neighbouring free-art 
school. He first came before the public, though not until he 
was past thirty years of age, as a designer of fashion-plates; but 
soon turned his talents into a more congenial channel, becoming 
editor and illustrator of Les Gens du Monde, a publication in which 


| he commenced his long series of philosophic satires on the various 


phases of Par ty. He subsequently joined the Charivari, 
ection of Philipon, but soon found political cari- 
cature not to his taste, His confrére on this publication, Daumier, 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment for one of his most 
successful hits. Gavarni still, however, continued satirical 
social studies for a series of years. At the revolution he went to 
England, and on his return to Paris seemed to have lost much of his 
nerve; either he or his public had changed; for of late years

literary property ; but the trade maintain that the commissioa have 
not the power to prevent anyone who chooses getting up and selling 
a catalogue or guide so long as he does not trench upon the copy- 
right of the official publication, It is even stated that no Baglish 
catalogue or guide but that sanctioned by the commission will be 
allowed to be sold. 

An edition de luxe of La Fontaine’s Fables, in folio, with illnus- 
trations by Gustave Doré, is in course of publication in weekly 
numbers in Paris. Judging from the few numbers issued, the work 
does not promise well. The smaller illustrations are singularly com- 
monplace, and might have been drawn by any of the hundred and 
one French and English pencils that devote themselves exclusively 
to book illustration, As regards the larger designs, although they 
exhibit much of that prodigality of treatment and richness of effect 
for which Doré is so distinguished, they are seemingly barren of all 
thought. In the present hn de Salon there were three or four 
pictures, the subject of which was the well-known and highly- 
suggestive fable of the Grasshopper and the Ant, all of which 
expounded the moral far more impressively than M, Doré haa suc- 
ceeded in doing. The work is evidently done to order, and the 
designs paid for at so much the square inch,

The elections in Venetia for deputies to the Italian Parliament 
took place on Tuesday. Candidates have been definitively returned 
for thirty electoral districts. In the remaining districts a second 
balloting will have to take place, Nearly all the successful candidates 
belong to the moderate party. 

King Victor Emmanuel has conferred the order of the Aununciada 
upon General Menabrea. 

AUSTRIA. 


The Lower Austrian Diet does not accept the exclusion of the 
empire from Germany as a final settlement. On Tuesday, during 
the discussion on the proposed address to the Emperor, more than 
one of those who took part in the debate declared that the exclusion 
of Austria from Germany could not possibly prove a permanent 
reality. 

The Deak party in Hungary has resolved to petition the Emperor 
Francis Joseph to restore at once the laws of 1848, and to leave the 
subject of the common affairs of Austria and Hungary to be 
subsequently considered by the Diet’s Committee. 

The Left has agreed in principle that the Hungarian Diet shall 
vote an address in reply to the Royal rescript, provided the address 
states that the Diet will suspend its labours until a constitutional 
state of things is re-established in Hungary. 

PRUSSIA, 

In Wednesday's sitting the Chamber of Deputies granted the sum 
of 1,000,000 thalers demanded by the Government as an addition to 
ihe salaries of the Government officials, but decided, by 156 to 137 


insubo 
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votes, that the further amount of 50,300 thalers which had been 
demanded for the superior functionaries alone shall be likewise 
distributed among the subordinate officials. 

The Lower House has passed, by 126 to 122 votes, a resolution 
censuring the Government for the sale of the Cologne and Minden 
Railway—one of the expedients whereby Count Bismarck contrived 
to raise, without the aid of the House of Deputies, funds for the war 
with Austria. 

According to a telegram from Berlin, the meeting of the new North 
German Parliament has been fixed for the Ist of February next.

ROUMANIA. 

The Parliament of the Danubian Principalities was opened on 
‘Tuesday by the new Hospodar in person. Prince Charles announced 
in his speech from the throne that the suzerainty of the Porte would 
be respected within the limits of the Treaty of Paris.

THE UNITED STATES.

Grant, and the members of the Cabinet. “The Health of Queen

He also made a special report with 
regard to a large quantity of meat that had been seized gen gon Pw genet 
which had been imported from Erlangen and Rotterdam, which was 
quite unfit for human food on account of disease. This meat had by some 
means escaped inspection at Blackwall, where it was landed, and had been 
sent up to the London markets to be disposed of for human food; but the 
whole of it had been condemned and destroyed. A large seizure of meat of 
the same description was also made at te market on Nov. 23, which had 
been sent from Holland, but which was quite unfit for human food. 


At the ordinary meeting on Monday evening of the Royal 
Geographical Society a letter was read from Dr. Livingstone, from the 
Rovuma River, East Africa, in which he described the progress he had made 
in pursuing the course of that river into the interior, with the object of 
reaching the north end of Lake Nyassa, and thence proceeding to Lake 
Ianganyiki, which lies to the south of the Albert Nyanza. The latter lake, 

1s at present considered the source of the Nile, is suspected by many 
geographers to derive its waters from the southern one, which would in that 
case become the source of that river. Dr. Livingstone stated that he had 
advanced along the Rovuma about a hundred miles, and, thongh the natives 
were not to be trusted, he had snoceeded in the favour of one of their 
chiefs, and he felt confident of being able to accomplish the objects he had 
in view. The experiment of taking camels and buffaloes with him had not 
answered, for several of the animals had died. 


The births of 1101 boys and 1034 girls—in all, 2135 
children—were registered in London last week. In the corresponding weeks 
of ten years 1856-65 the average number, corrected for increase of population, 
was 1993. The deaths registered in London during the week were 1435. It 
was the forty-seventh week of the year ; and the average number of deaths 
for that week is, with a correction for i of popniati 1608. The 
deaths in the present return are less by 178 than the estimated number. Eight 
éeaths from cholera and 26 from diarrhoea were registered during the week. 
For the first time since the origin of the epidemic, the number of deaths by 
cholera is less than the number of deaths by diarrhea. The deaths by cholera 
during the last seven weeks were 207, 144, 112, 73, 67, 32, and 8; while the 
weekly deaths by diarrhora fell from 47 to 26 in the same time. Four persons 
were killed by vehicles in the streets ; and fourteen children and three adults 
died from burns or scalds.——The births registered last week in London and

THE QUEEN AT WOLVERHAMPTON.

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Mr. BuRKE was premature in consigning chivalry to the 
tomb. It is alive and among us in all its best gracefulness, 
By a chapter of happy accidents, the temper which befits 
honourable antagonists has been suddenly called into exist- 
ence, and at this moment political parties are upon such 
extraordinarily good terms with one another that, if one more 
fortunate accident could only occur, and a reasonably good 
reform bill could be thrown down, like an aerolite, at 
Brompton, it might be assented to by everybody, and Parlia- 
ment would merely have to register the wish and will of a 
united nation. So golden a moment, when democracy and 
aristocracy regard each other so amiably, we do not remember. 
We recall Shelley's beautiful description of the wreck after 


the storm— 
Like a sister and brother, 
The child and the ocean still smile on esoh other ; 
and, if the tiger and the marksmen are in the distance, let 
them keep there. “Let us have our dream to-day,” as the 
Laureate sang at the Great Exposition. 

The crowning demonstration of working men in favour of 
reform had long been fixed for Monday next. London was 
then to adduce all the arguments for manhood suffrage which 
can be found in the fact that a couple of hundred thousand 
men agree to make a holiday and walk in procession. But the 
great question was, where to assemble, Very wisely, the League 
would not array against iteelf the hostility of every friend of 
order by seizing on the Park, If it had done that, the 
probability is that there would have been no lowering 
of the franchise for many years. But there has at last 
been some suspicion on the part of the popular leaders that, 
quiet as the middle clasa is, it will allow no violence. The 
sedulous endeavours to smooth away Mr, Bright's suggestion 
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for the teanefer of the lands of English landowners in Ireland 
showed that at length some folk had convinced themselves 
that there is a certain tremendous power which does not 
willingly put itself “in evidence,” and by ne means shouts or 
walks in procession, but which, when aroused, would make 
somewhat short work. We are sclemnly assured that 
when Mr, Bright proposed to take away the lands of the 
Earl of Derby and the Marquis of Lansdowne, he only 
meant tbat they should be invited to sell them, but that 
there could be no more offence in declining the invitation 
than is felt between friends when a dinner invitation is 
declined on plea of an engagement. And, in the matter of the 
parks, though there is no doubt that, had the army of General 
Beales been led to the attack, it could have easily occupied 
the ground, it was felt that this would be a frightful mistake. 
The park was asked for, however, but asa favour; and it was 
distinctly stated that the concession, if made, should be 
received without prejudice. Nothing could be so conr- 
teously put as the request, except Lord John Manners's 
denial, which was inevitable; and both parties under- 
stood one another, and exchanged the most gentlemanly com- 
pliments. But Lord John went further, and actually took the 
initiative. He offered Primrose-hill, and added that facilities 
of approach should be afforded, which meant, we suppose, that 
several yards of palisading should be removed. The reformers 
thanked him, and said that the 200,000 men rather wished to 
be private ; but if they could get nothing that suited better, 
they would avail themselves of his polite offer. They found 
that they could not have the Agricultural Hall, and there was 
® curious complication which upset their intended arrange- 
ments for the grounds near Cremorne Gardens. They 
bethought them of Lord Ranelagh and his rifle-ground at 
Brompton. 

This haughty peer and bigoted aristocrat, of course, replied 
to them with the insolent arrogance of his order. He did not 
condescend to write to his fellow-citizens, but ordered his 
footman to inform the delegates that he should not permit 
them to trespass on his grounds, and that he held the proposed 
meeting to be an audacious attempt to overthrow the Consti- 
tution. At least, this is the sort of treatment which, to judge 
by the descriptions givea of the aristocracy by’ some of the 
speskers who have lately paraded the country, many of the 
applicants ought to have expected. However, they obtained 
new light on the character of the English gentleman. Lord 
Ranclagh met themin the most courteous way, and kanded them 
a capital letter, in which he not onlysignified his assent to their 
request, but made that assent valuable by showing that it was 
not a partisan’s assistance in an effort of which he approved, 
but a manly opponent's testimony to his feeling as to the 
tights of Englishmen to be heard. We do not wonder that at 
the meeting at which Lord Ranelagh’s letter was read it 
drew rounds of English cheering. And while our masses 
continue to honour two things—pluck and fair play—we do 
not think that there need be any despair about the fature. It 
is among people who are cowards under oppression and 
tyrants when they obtain power that national disaster should 
be looked for. 

Then came the turn of the Government to be conciliatory. 
Mr. Walpole had no occasion for any emotion, and he dis- 
played something much better—calm tact. He managed to 
throw upon the League the entire responsibility for the 
assembling of avast crowd, Nobody in his senses believes that 
the working men will damage a shrub or break a window. To 
do Mr. Disraeli justice, he has borne ample witness to the 
sense of honour among the people in this respect ; and if his 
colleague, Mr. Walpole, has “ Coningsby” in his library, he 
may read a capital description of the behaviour of a mass of 
men who came in no good disposition to an aristocratic 
house, and ended by asking leave 
greenhouses, which they did with 
care not to injure a leaf, Mr, Disraeli explains in 
a note that he records a fact. But for the outrages of those 
who accompany political demonstrations, and for the necessity 
of insisting upon the difference between these people and 
the people, it would be an insult to the artisans to dwell on 
this, But there is the naked and unpleasant fact that an 
abominable rabble will certainly issue forth on the day of the 
demonstration, and it is impossible to say whether 
will be done or not, Mr, Walpole has pointed out 
that however much the artisans may hate the roughs, 
the ronghs come out because the artisans meet, There- 
fore, as good citizens, the latter are bound to do their 
utmost to prevent outrage. The police are to render ordinary, 
and indeed extraordinary, assistance ; but they will not be in 
force to prevent the numerous cowardly offences which the 
rabble delight in. It will be for the workmen to take these 
people in hand, and the artisan will not be able to give a 
livelier or more abiding proof that he detests the lawbreaker 
than by dealing hard-handed justice wherever he sees an in- 
clination to revive the scenes which occurred in the Park, or 
to insult private individuals or damage property. We hope 
to record that London, which is certainly to be delivered over 
to “the people” on Monday, will be returned intact to its 
ordinary custodians,

A very important discovery has been made by Professor Abel, of 
Woolwich, with regard to gun-cotton. Some years ago one of our 
great gunpowder firms made experiments upon this new substance, 
but ineffectually, the explosion being sudden and unsafe, all means to 
control it within proper bounds failing. By Professor Abel's patent 
the gun-cotton can be granulated, and the grains being covered with 
shellac, as gunpowder is with black lead, it can be made much less 
explcesive and not liable to be injured by damp ; at the same time, it 
hae little or no smoke and does not foul nor injure the most delicate 
gun. Henee the smoke of battle (which often obscured the move- 
ments of the enemy) and the injury to the artillery will be obviated. 
Cartridges made with this granulated gun-cotton have already been 
experimented upon.

PosstBy this society has made a more than ordinary effort in anti- 
cipation of having, with a fifth winter exhibition, to compete at an 
obvious disadvantage with the first of the same kind held by the 
“Tnstitute.” But, be this as it may, there can be little doubt that 
the display of “ studies and sketches” just opened in Pall-mall East 
is an advance beyond its immediate predecessors; and if the May 
gathering be of corresponding excellence, the old society will more 
than regain that marked pre-eminence which seemed of late to have 
slightly declined. ; 

n the number and quality of the figure-subjects the improvement 
is, perhaps, specially perceptible. Our painters in water colours 
are often reproached, as a a with the slightness of their artistic 
education ; and the fewness of the first-rate figure-draughtsmen iu 
their ranks is adduced in confirmation. Skill in reprosenting the 
human figure, as it can only be attained by long and careful train- 
ing, is often a proper test of the relative ition of a particular 
school. We must remember, however, that the incomparable 
advantages of water colours for rendering effects of air and light 
naturally absorbs into its practice a large number of artists whose 
bias is towards landscape and its allied departments, animal and 
architectural painting. But a dearth of figure-painters can hardly now 
be said to exist in this society. Nearly all its recently-clected “ Asso- 
ciates” are of this class, and, with scarcely an exception, they are well 
represented on this occasion—allowing, of course, for the nature of 
the contributions, which, however, we should prefer to see generally 
of a still more rudimentary and preparatory character. 

Commencing our survey with the Bg eye of these younger 
members, we are glad to say that Mr. F, Walker affords indications 
that he must emerge from the comparatively cold shade into which 
he seemed to retire after that great success, his illustration of 
Thackeray’s “Philip.” One of his four sketches represents a girl 
driving a flock of geese down “The High-street, Cookham 


(360), and the oddity of the subject must not prevent 
recognition of its rare attributes of art of the objective 
kind. But to our mind No. 413, without a title, is still 


more remarkable: a mother is leading her infant through an 
orchard in spring, and the tiny face of the babe is turned upwards, 
abeorbed in wonderment at the silvery cloud of blossoms on a cherry- 
tree, whilst an older child follows dragging a reluctant pet lamb. 
Frem such simple materials is composed an idyl of maternal joy and 
innocence, hallowed, as it were, by the crystalline sunlight of spring. 
Several studies in pencil and colours by Mr. Shields, if they scarcely 


for their entire freedom from affectation of every description. 
Mr. E. K. Johnson guarantees the fulfilment of the expectations 
formed from the “ Tuning Up” (which we engraved) and other works, 
in several studies of women nicely discriminated as to character, 
and in a pair of male, single-figure, eighteenth-century subjects 
(186)—the one representing an elderly bibliopole poring over an old 
folio ; the other, a visitor waiting in a hall and significantly consult- 
ing his watch. In these studies Mr. Johnson has avoided much of 
the crudity and edginess of several of his drawings. Mr. J. D. 
Watson, quitting his usual class of subjects, has been working in a 
cottage interior (393) and a village smithy (356). He also sends a 
frame of admirably-drawn figure-studies in pencil, designed for his 
capital book-illustrations of “ Robinson Goenes ” (82), and the 
execution of which is so well adapted for reproduction by the more 
elaborate processes employed in the present development of the art 
of wood engraving. 

An elegant head of agirl by Mr. Lundgren is, perhaps, less mere- 
tricious than usual ; but there is little to commend in the effeminate 
and, “for fresco,” very inadequate studies of Dante with Giotto in 
the Arena Chapel (123) and Lorenzo de’ Medici’s first notice of the 
boy Michael Angelo, when carving the mask of a satyr (180). In 


of Ravenna (190), it may be remarked also that mere depth is not 
synonymous with power. A study, by Mr. Lamont, of a French 
dameel of 1798, pensively sewing a tricolour sash is comparatively 
free frcem the slight mannerism of softly-fused hues commonly ob- 
eervable in this artist's graceful but somewhat Sévres-like presenti- 
ments of female loveliness, Mr. Smallfield, often agreeable enough on 
asmall scale, would, in our opinion, do well not to challenge criticism 
| in the lifesize—straining as such dimensions are to the resources of 
| water-colour painting, and rarely quite satisfactory even in the very 
| ablest hands, His study of a female head of the natural size (144) is 
| like anenlarged photograph in its vague tameness ; and the elaborate 
| mechanical manipulation with the point of the brush is a manifest 
| waste of means. 

The members of longer standing continue to hold their own 





| bravely. Mr, J.Gilbert has never painted anything so astonishingly | 


| full of energy as a large sketch representing a charge on a broken 
foe of horsemen in plate and mail armour, headed by a couple 
of figures with Death’s heads grinving through their vizors, and 
| mounted on skeleton steeds, The subject has an affinity 

with conceptions by Décamps and some German painters; but the 
style is the artist's own. “Sketching,” 
best quality, is the sign-manual of a master, and, as in oil painting, 
the finest examples bere are found among other contributions of the 
most experienced painters both of figures and landscape. Nothing, 
for instance, can surpass for snggestiveness of action and felicitous 
indication of character Mr. F. Tayler's “ Woodland Hunting ” (221)— 
a pretty horsebreaker of the olden time—and his Highland figures. 
Often as these subjects are repeated, they never lose their freshness. 
There is much directness also in Mr. Topham’s picturesque sketches 
of Spanish peasants and gitanas, and the pleasantly-changeful hues 
of the colouring is evidently a matter of feeling, not of recipe. With 
the mention of two able chalk studies of heads by Mr. Burton, and a 
pretty study of Brittany children, we must pass, with inevitable 
conciseness, to the landscapes, 

In this department there is not a more gifted sketcher than Mr, 
Holland. It is a merit, perhaps, that his sketches frequently compel 
the wish that they were carried further, for the relative incomplete- 
ness of bona memoranda from nature will often be the measure 
of an artist’s knowledge. Yet, hasty as are his “ Rotterdam” (24) 
and his “ Llyn Idwall,” they convey an impression of essential facts, 
and eelect for record, with unerring instinct, that which is most 
beautiful in colour, Mr. E. M. Richardson's vigorous sketches (see 
particularly “ Killin, Perthshire”) are better than his drawings, for 
the reason that they have been less adapted to a settled scheme of 
colour and effect. Some early sketches by Mr. Gastineau, to- 

ther with a “ View of Florence, painted on the spot,” (198), by Mr. 

almer will also afford surprise—the former by their spirit and 
truth, the latter by a realism in direct contrast with the character 
of the painter's “compositions ;" and which might be quoted in 
rebuke of those who conceive that attempts at poetical art can 
ever be successful unless based on conscientious study.

We do not say that they may not quite legitimately be regarded as 
studies ; but, as critical estimates will not be materially affected b 

them, fuller consideration of the characteristica distinguishing their 
producers may be deferred till the artists strive to put out their full 
strength in the spring collection of “drawings.” It is not always, 
however, that a painter is seen to greater advantage in his more 
elaborate efforts, For example, the Welsh scenery to which Mr, 
Whittaker limits himself is rendered in all essentials of his drawinga 
in his present contributions—of which, perhaps, the best is “Snowdon 
from Beddgelert"’ (8)—and, in addition, with a freedom of hand and 
murity yet richness of colour often less apparent. Mr. Brittan 

Villis's studies of cattle might lose in freshness by a 
superficial finishing, frequently resulting in insipidity and what is 
technically called “ woolliness.” A similar remark might be made 
in reference to Mr. E. Goodall’s interesting, and in colour clear and 
tender though somewhat ineffective, studies of Toledo and its 
environs, A “Summer Twilight” (100) on the Thames, with mist 
rising, and “Shiplake Lock” (110), by Mr. 8. P. Jackson, have a 
sweet landscape sentiment and absence of hard precision which we 
have not observed in former drawings. Mr, Naftel’s studies, though 
not free from the painter's arid crudity of colour, have more than 
ordinary merit. yith greater refinement occasionally, and by 
avoiding conventionality of manner, Mr. Collingwood Smith would 
gain wider and more unreserved recognition of the strength, decision, 
and readiness of resource which always mark the varied and remark- 
able scenery he treats with uniform facility. As it is, his numerous 
studies are free from the rather mechanical elaboration of his larger 
works. 

On the other hand, Mr. Andrews, in a still wider range of subjects, 
discovers only more plainly in his studies, especially those of lighter 
tone, a floridly artificial seale of colour and an arbitrary vapid- 
ness of effect. Of Mr. Branwhite's studies, too, we can only say that 
they show more distinctly the violence of the painter's opposition;, 
and the easiest expedients for obtaining specious depth and richness. 
An overweening aim at effectiveness likewise defeats itself, though 
iu a less degree, in Mr, Newton's “ Waiting for the Tide” (266) 
and other studies, by an artist once of great promise. Of two or 
three comparatively unimportant studies of skies and trees by Mr. 
Birket Foster, it need only be said that the intentional orna- 
mentalism of execution which they betray should be opposed 
by the critic desirous of elevating water-colour art, precisely in 
proportion as such ornamentalism is calculated to be popalarly 
seductive. And the reason for this opposition will be apparent on 
a mement’s comparison of this artist's pretty but petty mannerism 
with the breadth and unsophisticated simplicity of any of the early 
masters in water colours. 

For the studies of Messrs. G. Fripp, Dodgson, and Davidson we 
have little but warm praise to submit. Single-minded fealty to 
nature, with no disloyal tendency to picture-making, must be 
accredited to each alike; and, thengh limited and unambitious the 
field, such faithful service claims The reward that should be denied to 
greater gifts misemployed. Mr. Fripp’s haymaking scenes and “ Kee 
of Pevensey Castle” (294) are evideutly direct reflexes of a mind filled 
with a sense of the mellow diffusiveness of calm midsummer sunshine ; 
they are therefore entirely satisfactory, notwithstanding that qualities 
of art they do not possess would be demanded ia other aspects of 
nature. Mr. Dodgaon, while more versatile, is similarly imbued with 
the beanty of sunlight on the tender greens of spring foliage. To 
express this intense admiration he has painted we should fancy 
eve ry glade in Knole Park; and now he shows us “ The King Beech” 
(209) of that sylvan paradise, in a study which, if not a crowning 
effort, leaves little to desire. Mr. Davidson, after transcribing with 
modest fidelity many scenes of more homely pictureaqueness, 1s now 
grappling—not unsuccessfully—with mountain forms. If not wholly 
free from formality, the merit and charm of natural trath must also 
be conceded to Mr. Jenkins's studies on the Thames. A study, by 
Mr. Collingwood, of mountain mist, (39) as seen from the summit of 
tossed and foaming more wildly than the most angry sea, 
deserves notice as a vivid rendering of what might appear incredible 
to those who have not seen a similar effect. 

Messre. Boyce and A. W. Hant stand somewhat apart in this ex- 
hibition, the former showing a peculiar impartiality in choice of 
subject, and ecmetimes a pre-Raphaelite rigidity, accompanied, 
nevertheless, by unquestionable imitative power ; the latter evincing 
rare imaginative perception and displaying subtle refinement ia 
execution. Mr. Boyce does not, however, send anything individually 
of sufficient consequence to demand separate comment. The facui- 
ties claimed for Mr. Hunt are indicated more especially in twc 
clonded moonlight views from Framwellgate (82) and Elvet (41) 
Bridges, Durham, so full of strange, vague hintings of uncertain 
shadows and dim lights; and the strikingly contrasted “ Kepier, 
near Durham ” (416), co suggestive of changeful sunlight straggling 
through a fretwork of grey and silver mists,

4. All heavy machiuery and objects of a cumbrous nature must be deposited 
in the building before Feb. 10.

6. Exbibitors are required, either personally or by cheir agents, to see the 
transmission and reception of th ir in the building. 

7. Exhibitors must state to the British executive on or before Jan. 5 if 
they intend themselves personally being in Paris te receive and install tucir 
gcods in the building, or if they intend employing an agent; if the latter, 
oa must transmit by the same date the name address of the agent who 
will represent them.

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VISIT OF THE PRINCE.OF WALES TO MOSCOW, 
Tae Prince of Wales, a few days after the marriage in the Imperial 
family at St. Petersburg, which he had attended, went to see 
the city of Moscow, accompanied by the Crown Prince of Denmark 
and the Princes of Saxe-Weimar and Altenburg. They travelled by 
railway from St. Petersburg, arriving at one o'clock in the after- 
noon of the 15th ult. At the Moscow terminus they were received 
by General Prince Dolgoroukoff, the Governor-General of the pro- 
vince, and condneted in state to the Kremlin, where the Prince of 
Wales was superbly lodged in the Bolshoi Dvorez, or Great Palace. 
His Royal Highness visited the most interesting parts of that vast 
group of buildings, fortresses and arsenals, palaces and churches, 
which is called the Kremlin, and which occupies a central situation 
in the upper quarter of the city of Moscow. We have, on former 
occasions, published views of this place and described its principal 

features. The Prince of Wales and the others went to the theatre 
in the evening, the performances consisting of the new ballet, 
“ Faust,” the national opera “ Russalka,” and the ballet of Gisela. 
The next day was devoted to sight-seeing and paying visits. They 
went first to St. Vassili’s Church, in the Kitai Gorod, close to the 
Kremlin, then to the bazaar of the Gostinnoi Dvor, a labyrinth of 
narrow lanes, roofed with skylights, and fall of shops ; and then to 
the ancient Romanoff House, in which are preserved many relics of 
the ancestors of the Imperial family of Russia. : 
The visit of the Prince of Wales, on the same day, with 
the other foreign Princes, to the Metropolitan Archbishop of 
Moscow, the highest dignitary of the Russian Church, is the 
subject of one of the sketches we have received from our Special 
Artist. This most reverend ecclesiastic, whoee name is Philarete, is 
eighty-four years of age, a little man, with a clear, bright expres- 
sion, cheerful and kindly. A couple of monks attended him. The 
reception was in a plain room, which contained a portrait of the 
ee the Empress, and members of the Imperial family. As 
the Metropolitan is a monk, he wears a hat covered with a white 
cloth, which hangs down behind; in front is a cross formed of 
ciamonds, He also wore the blue ribbon of the Order of St. Andrew, 
the highest order in Russia. After the reception, he invited the 
Prince of Wales, the Crown Prince of Denmark, and Prince Hermann 
of Saxe-Weimar to sit down; and they had a conversation for 
about a quarter of an hour. Upon the Prince of Wales leaving, the 
Metropolitan gave him his blessing, and, with the assistance of the 
monks, accompanied his Royal visitors to the door. 

The Foundling Hospital of Moscow was next visited ; but its title 
is rather a misnomer. There is one department of it which has 
that character, but it is in reality an orphan asylum, where the 
children (principally of officers) are received, nursed, and educated 
till they are eighteen years of age. It is the size of this institution 
which strikes the stranger—on the map of Moscow it covers as great 
an area as that of the Kremlin itself; and when you enter the 
building you are lost in amazement at the vast extent of it. You 
look down long corridors and a long succession of rooms—so long 
that the eye cannot reach to the far extremity. On the Prince's 
visit, the nurses stood at the ends of their little beds holding their 
charges in their arms; some were old enough to look about and 
notice things, others were busy suckling, some were so small that 
they could not have been many hours in the place. Everything 
looked clean and comfortable. The women all wore a high coronet- 
looking hat of velvet and gold; each had a clean white apron, with 
a plaited fringe round it. After passing through a great number of 
these rooms, in which one seemed to see an unlimited repetition of the 
same nurses and the same babies, the visitors were led to the school- 
rooms, where they saw the children in a more advanced stage of life. 
Of these school-rooms there seemed also to be no end, for there were 
schools for very little children and schools for the grown-up young 
girls -of the highest class, where at the age of eighteen 
they were young women; and some of them were receiving 
lessons in foreign languages, music, and painting; some very 
creditable pictures done by the girls brought up in the institution 
were shown to the Prince. In another room some of the girls played 
on the piano, and they all joined in chorus in singing their national 
airs. The Prince spoke to some of them, and they were able to con- 
verse in English, ag if they had been educated in England, indi- 
cating the high character of the education which is given in this 
noble establishment. 

The Prince's visit to this benevolent institution, and to the Metro- 
politan, has given great satisfaction to the people in Russia, and to 
the Court. After two days’ stay at Moscow, his Royal Highness 
went back to St. Petersburg. 








THE IRISH REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S RETURN. 
THE return recently issued records 18,751 deaths in Ireland in the third 
quarter of the present year; and, assuming that all the deaths are registered, 
the annual rate of mortality is 13°4 to every 1000 persons living. The popu- 
lation of Ireland, estimated in the middle of 1866, is 5,582,625. Notwith- 
standing the outbreak of cholera in various parts of the country, the deaths 
during the past quarter were 103 less than the number registered during the 
corresponding quarter of last year. This may partly be attributable to a 
dimunition in the zymotic diseases ; but it is feared that registration in some 
parts of the country is imperfect. Deaths from scarlatina of a very malignant 
nature are reported in some districts; but where sanitary precautions had 
been adopted the epidemic had disappeared or very much decreased. About 
thirty registrars reported cases of cholera ; and it appears that, in nearly every 
instance, thore who first suffered from the disease had recently been in 
localities where it was prevalent. It is stated that reapers and 
Jabourers, on their arrival from England, were attacked by cholera, and the 
disease was communicated by them to other inmates of the houses in which 
they resided. In Mallow 26 deaths from cholera teok place, the greater 
number of them occurring in the vicinity of a well the water of which was 
used for domestic purposes by the people residing in its neighbourhood. This 
water has since been analysed and found to contain a very 
organic matter derived from animal sources. At Arklow, "

MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 

A REFORM conference and a reform banquet at Manchester of course 
brought together a good many M.P.s.; but, as a rule, on both occa- 
sions, they acted rather as satellites than as planets. In the first 
instance, the main talk was left to the tongues, more or less 
eloquent, of outsiders, who made the big speeches, and left Mr. T. B. 
Potter, Mr. Baines, and such like, to bring wp the rear with 
formal resolutions which could not bear—or at least the 
audience seemed to intimate that th could not bear— 
any lengthy prolusions. The extra-Parliamentary feature of 
this particular occasion was, perhaps, a short speech of Sir 
Francis Crossley, the report of which is studded with the word 
“laughter.” Knowing the solid beef-and-beer style of this hon. 
member (though we believe that in practice he is a teetotaller and a 
vegetarian), we studied his address with curious attention, in order 
to ascertain, if possible, how he had managed to be guilty of jokes; 
encouraged, at the same time, by a recollection that he once only 
raised a roar of mirth in the House, but most unconsciously and 
without intention prepense. The result was a conviction that a more 
readily-moved audience, and one more prone to be easily tickled in the 
midriff, it would be hard to discover. At the banquet—a “ glorious 
sight,” as some of the diurnal prints devoted to Brightism declare—there 
was really a most wonderful collection of M.P.s—a perfect constella- 
tion, which, though composed in a manner something akin to the old 
oil-lamp illuminations, was really respectably luminous as a whole, and 
in the midst “stuck fiery off” the central “ Bright particular star” 
of the evening.

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 

A PROPOSAL has been made by Mr. Henwood to utilise our old 
wooden ships of war by cutting them down and covering them 
with armour-plates ; and the proposal has been received with appro- 
bation in some quarters, as enabling us to obtain a considerable 
fleet of ironclads at a moderate expense. Such a patchwork iron- 
clad fleet, however, would by no means satisfy the requirements of 
modern warfare, and the production of war vessels that will now be 
really efficient is an undertaking that will task our best skill and 
energies, without the problem being embarrassed by such a condi- 
tion as that of utilising an old ficet in its achievement. Ships of 
war, to be proof against the assaults of modern ordnance, must have 
armour 18 in. thick, backed by several feet of oak, while the turrets 
must be 24in, thick; and to obtain such scantlings as these the 
monitor system must be adopted. The speed of the men-of-war 
now to be constructed should be sixteen or seventeen knots an hour, 
to obtain which speed with a moderate consumption of fuel 
steam of a high pressure, worked very expansively, must be 
employed. The speed of our old wooden fleet docs not 
exceed twelve or thirteen knots, which is too little for our 
present wants; and those vessels would be unable to carry armour 
of the thickness now deemed indispensable. Under these circum- 
stances, it is to be hoped that no money will be spent in the trans- 
formation of the old fleet, which, when all had mn done for its 
improvement that was possible, would still be behind the require- 
ments of the time; whereas what we now want is ships that will 
be in advance of those uirements rather than in arrear of them, 
It is quite indispensable that one or two ships should now be built, 
and built promptly, which shall be far in advance of everything the 
world has yet seen in power of gun, in thickness of armour, and in 
speed; and, so soon as such a model has been tested and has been 
pores to be satisfactory in all respects, a number of vessels should 

% built according to it. Mediocrity is inadmissible in such a 
matter when excellence is attainable; and the nation will not be 
satisfied with any Navy which in its efficiency falls short of that 
standard which the most advanced intelligence and most proficient 
skill of the age can produce, 

A peculiarity in the mode of printing postage-stamps in France is 
beginning to attract attention as a means of preventing forgery. 
The paper is first printed with a white ink, and on this pre 
surface the ordinary impression is imposed. If the attempt be 
made to transfer the figure to a lithographic stoné the whole 
surface will print from the white ink, transferring equally with the 
coloured. 

Recent investigations into the nature of the nebule have tended to 
confirm the accuracy of the views of Laplace, who held that the sun 
and planets were formed out of a great nebula, which by condensa- 
tion separated into rings, and these rings finally collapsed into stars. 
Laplace's doctrine is illustrated and enforced by M. Delaunay in his 
“Cours Elementaire d’Astronomie.” The zodiacal light is supposed to 
be the remains of the great nebula out of which the solar system 
was constructed, and the condensed matter rained into the sun and 
there burnt is supposed to be the origin of the sun's light and heat, 
One question, however, still remains unsolved : in what way did the 
nebulz originate? Is each nebulous atom formed out of the other 
by the action of light and the aggregation of still minuter particles, 
in the same way in which a nebula by its condensation goes to form 
a planetary system ?

Meditations on the Actual State of Christianity, and on the Attacks 
which are now being made upon it, By M. Guizot. Translated 
under the superintendence of the author. (John Murray.) There is 
something almost sublime in the spectacle presented by M, Guizot 
as the author of these “ Meditations,” The astute statesman, having 
discovered by actual experience, perhaps, that “ all is vanity,” comes 
forward in the cause of that religion of which the secrets, such as 
they are, are “hidden from the wise and prudent,” but are “ re- 
vealed unto babes ;” the concoctor of the Spanish marriages appears 
as the champion of a theological system based upon two great but 
simple rules, of which the second orders that “thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself.” M. Guizot has, of course, displayed in what 
he has written no common knowledge, no common sagacity, no 
common arpreciation, no common judgment ; and his book will bring 
comfort to some and profit to all who read it. That its readers will 
be legion can hardly be expected; for to how many even amongst 
educated persons is auy intelligible idea conyeyed when one speaks 
of Comte and Positivism, or of Kant and Rationalism, or of 
Condillac and Sensationalism? The speaker would, in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred, seem to his hearers as one that mocked, 
And it strikes one as singular that men of learning and thought 
should always have looked upon religion as if it were a matter to 
be decided by hard words and subtle discussions between philo- 
sophical disputants whose very language cannot be “ understanded 
of the people.” Surely, religion is for the multitude, if, as all 
believers in immortality have hel « God is no respecter of persons ; 
and those who quake for fear les: Christianity should be some day 
completely upset might at any rate lay to their souls the flattering 
unction of a reasonable assurance that it will not be replaced by an 
ism. That “the poor have the Gospel preached to them” was the 
culminating sentence in the enumeration of signs which were to 
serve as a sufficient answer to John the Baptist’s question, “art thon 
he that should come or do we look for another ?” and if Christianity is 
to be overthrown it must be by something more universally com- 
prehensible than an ism, Jsms are all very well for statesmen 
retired from service, and men who live by their wits, and 
philosophers with, may be, a tendency to mania, and persons 
whose minds are too much for them, and beings with more than 
ordinary acuteness and more than ordinary leisure to exercise the 
“ crystal-pointed shafts of argument” over; but religion must be 
something more suitable to the wants of him who “ goeth forth to 
his work and to his labour until the evening,” and whose humble 

rayer is like that of the publican who bowed his head, and smote 
bis reast, and cried, “God be merciful to me, a sinner.” Though 
it may be gratifying, then, to all who have watched the signs of 
the times to know that so powerful an advocate as M. Guizot pleads 
the cause of Chri tianity against Positivism, and Rationalism, and 
Scepticism, and many an other ism, the real enjoyment of his 
“Meditations” will be necessarily confined to a few, for he does 
not—nor was he called upon to—supply the deficiencies of that 
vast host to whom Locke, and Condillac, and Kant, and Comte, 
and many another are “words, and nought beside.” The present 
series of “‘ Meditations” is in a certain sense premature ; for when, 
two years ago, M. Guizot published his first series of “ Meditations,’ 
and dealt with “the natural problems to which Christianity is the 
answer, the fundamental dogmas by which it solves those problems, 
and the supernatural facts upen which those dogmas repose,” he 

roposed to give in his second series the history of Christianity, and 
to postpone to a third series his remarks concerning “ the actual 
state o Panitientty He was impelled, however, by the sentiments 
inspired in him by his observation of the condition of men’s minds, 
to make a change in the contemplated order of publication : hence 
the ap nee of the present volume. As to his mode of treat- 
ment, it is best explained in his own words, which are :-—“ In touch- 
ing upon the great questions at present under debate in the philo- 
sophical world, in expressing my opinion concerning Rationalism, 
Postivism; Pantheism, Materialism, Scepticism, I have not for a 
moment pretended to discuss these different systems com- 
pletely and scientifically. Although I am convinced that 
they are no more in a condition to support any pro- 
examination of severe reason than to stand the first 
regard of common sense, the object which I propose to myself 
is to indicate only their radical and incurable vice.” ‘In fact, as 
has been already hinted, a previous acquaintance with the isms is 
uired before one can properly appreicate M. Guizot’s treatment. 
It is but right, however, to state that more than half the volume is 
taken up by the “ Meditation ” entitled “ Awakening of er 
in France,” which may be read with profit by any one of average intel- 
ligence and no more than “>. ignorance of history. 

A Book about Lawyers, By John Cordy Jeaffreson, Barrister-at- 
Law. (Hurst and Blackett.) A book about lawyers is appropriately 
published in two huge volumes, for voluminousness is characteristic 
of lawyers, or, at any rate, of law. The volumes are, from certain 
points of view, a great success; they show that the author has em- 
ployed much industry, has been actuated by a conscientious desire to

Swiss Pictures, Drawn with Pen and Pencil, The Mlustrations by 
Mr. E. Whymper, F.R.G.S, (Religious Tract Society.) Mr. Whymper 
is lord of the alpenstock, the pencil, and the pen. To his prowess as 
a mighty climber let the whole Alpine Club in full chorus bear 
witness ; and to his mastery of the pen and pencil let the handsome 
volume under consideration testify. Not that all or any «reac part 
of the letterpress is due to Mr. Whymper's pen, but there ‘« cnough 
to prove that he handles the pen cunningly. Of the 112 illustrations 
with which the volume is enlivened and adorned no less than 101 are 
Mr. Whymper’s, and that single fact is quite sufficient to make the 
book of extraordinary value. Many a man would be content with 
the coloured frontispiece alone. The plan on which the book is 
arranged enables the reader to climb the mountains, and see the 
scenery, and express his feelings, with more safety, and with perhaps 
more real enjoyment, and certainly with greater equivalence of lan- 
guage than would be possible if he were bodily present in Switzerland ; 
for all the climbing is done for him, Mr.Whymper’s pencil is graphic 
to the life, and descriptions are given and feelings are expressed in 
the words of Coleridge, and Wordsworth, and Longfellow, and others 
in whom was, or is, the spirit of poesy; of Ruskin and others, in 
whom is the spirit of eloquence; and of many a notable writer (in- 
cluding Mr. Whymper) in whom is the spirit of description, The 
modesty and sense of the editor are apparent from his preface and 
from the concealment of self in the body of the work ; and his judi- 
cious treatment has contributed no little towards the gratification 
which those who have and those who have not made the Swiss tour 
must derive from this noble volume. 

Translations from Alexander Petéfi, the Magyar Poet. By Sir 
John Bowring, LL.D., F.R.S. (Triibner and Co.) The versatile 
scholarship of Sir John Bowring, which is familiar with every 
national literature in Europe, has been applied in this instance to 
the task of making known to English readers one of the most 

pular poetsof Hungary. Petrovitch Sandor, called Petifi, was killed 
in the battle of Segeswar, in July, 1849, when the patriot army of 
General Bem sustained a fatal defeat. Though but twenty- 
six years of age, he had already gained a high reputa- 
tion among his countrymen, and daily heard his own scngs 
repeated by the voices of the crowd in the streets of Pesth. In 
Germany and France his compositions have long been known 
through translations, but Sir John Bowring is the first who has 
introduced them to readers in England. The first piece of this 
selection, “Istok the Fool,” gives a striking view of the Puszta, the 
vast tract of heath and wild pasture, which is a characteristic 
feature of Hungarian scenery; and of the lonely life of a peasant 
family dwelling in that region, through which the reputed 
fool or madman, Istok, gallops at speed till he halts at the cottage 
where his destiny awaits him in the shape of an old man anda young 
maiden, “Janos the Hero” is a peasant of singular fidelity and 
valour, who, having been separated from his love, [luska, and hear- 
ing soon afterwards of her death, passes through many herculean 
trials and adventures, till he rejoins the lost Sate in Fairyland. 
The remaining contents of the volume are a number of small pieces, 
lyrical, idyllic, or didactic, which show much strength of feeling and 
originality of thought. We cannot, however, rank Petéfi with the 
Scottish Burns, the French Béranger, or the German Uhland, as a 
song-writer, 

Camp-Fire. By H. A. L., “ The Old Shekary.” (A. E. Baily 
and Oo.) The gallant author of this volume of poems is well known, 
both personally and in his literary character, as the hero and his- 
torian of many remarkable exploits in warfare and in the chase of 
wild beasts, whether in Central India, or in the valleys of the 
Himalaya range, or in Asiatic Turkey, or in the forests and on the 
swampy shores of Western Africa, where he has seen much arduous 
military service and much adventurous sport. These poetical 
effusions, written during the campaign in the Crimea, partly to 
amuse the comrades with whom he nightly sat before “the camp- 
fire,” and partly to solace himself while he lay severely wounded in 
the hospital at Scutari, possess the interest of reality and a tone of 
ardent martial enthusiasm which may compensate for their want 
of literary finish. The principal composition is a spirited narrative 
of the Battle of Inkermann. The cavalry charge at Balaclava is 
no less worthily sung; and full justice is done to the valour of the 
contingent elsewhere. 

Nooks and Corners of English Life, Past and Present, By John 
Timbs, With Dlustrations, (Griffith and Farran.) This elegant 
little volume, pleasant to the eye and good to read, must have been 
really wanted by many, and will be useful to more. The inde- 
fatigable author has gathered together from duly acknowledged

The concert of Tuesday evening began 
with a stringed-instrument quartet composed by E. Prout, a work 
which gained the first prize given by the Society of British Musicians— 
a well-deserved testimony to its merit. It was played by Merars. 
Shedlock, Betjemann, Burnett, and E. Howell—all excellent per- 
formers, who did full justice to the work. We may remark, how- 
ever, in passing, that it was not a very good arrangement to place 
this quartet at the beginning of the concert, while Beethoven's 
charming quartet in G, op. 18, was placed at the very end, by which 
time some of the audience were beginning to take their departure. 
But this, if a fault, was a slight one. Mendelesohn’s sonata in B 
flat, for the piano and violoncello, derived additional interest from 
being performed by a sister and brother—Miss Fanny and W. E. 
Howell, children of our renowned contrabasso. Miss Howell is one 
of our most accomplished pianists, and her brother is rising rapidly 
to a high place among the violoncellists of the day. Their perform- 
ance was exquisite, and at its conclusion they were called forward to 
receive the warm greetings of the audience. A portion—the adagio 
and rondo—of Beethoven's sonata, op. 53, showed Mr. Shedlock’s 
talent as a pianist: his performance had the success it deserved; 
and Mr. Betjemann’s performance of Sainton’'s solo on themes from 
“Lucrezia Borgia” was applauded to the echo. The vocal per- 
formers were Mr. Alfred Hemming and Miss Palmer, whose pasaliont 
singing gave an agreeable variety to the concert. 

A few months ago we informed our readers that a musical lecture- 
ship in Anderson's University, Glasgow, had been founded and 
endowed with funds for its support by Mr. William Ewing, the 
arms of that well-known institution. We have now the satis- 

action to mention that the first course of lectures from this chair 

is being read by the Rev. John Curwen, of Plaistow, the distin- 
guished inventor of the tonic sol-fa system of musical notation, 
and that it has been attended with the most gratifying 
success. It began on the Ist of November last; and the lectures 
(thirteen in number) are delivered twice a week, on Monday and 
Thursday evenings. They are attended by about 200 students—the 
number being limited by a provision that in order to obtain a ticket 
of admission it is necessary that the applicant shall pass a pre- 
liminary examination or otherwise show the possession of elementary 
eee = sufficient to enable the students to attend such lectures 
with profit to themselves—a regulation which has had the effect of 
producing a highly intelligent and attentive audience. In regard to 
the lectures, we need hardly say that they are such as might be 
expected from so able an instructor, They are most interesting 
and instructive, and every hearer is delighted with them. 
Mr. Curwen is developing, in a most lucid and pro- 
gressive manner, the subject of harmony; first explaining 
the various chords, cadences, &c, ; then making the class sing them 
and feel their effect ; then, by written exercises, making the students 
analyse and construct chords by filling up the parts to a given bass, 
or adding bass and inner parts to a given melody. Nothing can 
exceed the heartiness of the class and their eagerness in solving the 
a problems presented to them. The eminent founder of the 
ectureship, himself an amateur of no small attainments, is always 
present, and has the satisfaction of witnessing the snccess of his 
experiment and obtaining so complete an answer to the question 
whether a musical lectureship can be practically useful, and at the 
same time bring out, in a popular and instructive form, the great 
truths of musical science and philosopby.

the city. The stream, running at the rate of eight miles an hour, 
swelled rapidly till it lifted up the wooden bridge and carried 
it away, it violently against the suspension bridge which 
connects Lower Broughton with Pendleton. The collision was 
tremendous; the massive fabric of the wooden bridge was splin- 
tered into fragments ; while the main bulk of it was wedged in

THE winter fashions are now fully developed. For walking and 
visiting dresses the robe en fourreau, worn, however, entirely with- 
out crinoline, or with a vey moderate quantity of that material 
still maintains its place.

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rapidly coming into favour, Morning and walking dresses are also 
made in this style; still, the inconvenience of the train for outdoor 
wear is certain to limit its adoption to the very select. Velvet 
< esses, black or coloured, and trimmed with fur, are worn made 
en fourreau over pi of plain silk or cashmere, with a deep ruche 
at the bottom. ‘black cashmere or silk robes, the latter either of 
moire or foulard, are worn trimmed up the seams and round the 
skirt, which is still shaped at the edge into some more or less fan- 
tastic form, with jet beads and ornaments; the under pipe in this 
case being either of silk or cashmere, and still with a broad ruche 
at the base. Robes A queue for evening wear are of coloured 
foulards, striped and spotted with smail patches of flowers or leaves, 
& pattern of dried autumn leaves being much in favour, or of 
white or some delicate tinted moiré antique sprinkled over 
with broken flowers and falling leaves, These dresses are 
usually trimmed with rouleaux of ribbon of the particular 
colour which predominates in the pattern of the robe. 
Paletots are almost exclusively of black velvet, or black or rich 
brown cashmere, the former being trimmed with sable or marten or 
with an elegant embroidery of jet ornaments; the latter chiefly 
with jet or black glass beads, with a fringe of the same, and occa- 
sionally with jet and gimp intermixed. Paletots of black silk are 
usually lined with fur and trimmed to correspond, with perhaps an 
intermixture of jet, or occasionally with jet ornaments yor 
They are worn any length, closed in or loose at the waist, perfectly 
straight or in points at the bottom, and with loose or tight sleeves 
indiscriminately. Bonnets are chiefly of velyet—black, scarlet, blue, 
m, or rich brown—and an attempt is now being made to intro- 
uce the chapean of the first Empire, with its narrow rim and low 
crown. The chapeanx Dagmar and Czarine are trimmed with 
chinchilla or swansdown ; other chapeaux are trimmed with pheasants’ 
and various kinds of small feathers. The trimming of the ordinary 
chapeau, however, is generally of jet—jet ornaments at the top, jet 
ornaments round the rim, jet drops suspended round the front, and 
occasionally a jet chain under the chin or round the chignon. At 
times a feather, or bow, or single flower, is worn on the left side. 
The strings are generally of velvct to match the bonnet.

MISS INGELOW’S POEMS. 


Poems. By Jean Ingelow. With Mlustrations by Eminent Artists, 
Engraved by the Brothers Dalziel. (Longmans and Oo.) 


The publication of this beautiful volume, in which the printer, the 
engraver, and the bookbinder have done each his part to adorn the 
new edition of Miss Ingelow’s poems, gives us a welcome oppor- 
tunity of recognising her merits and estimating the rank she has 
deservedly taken in the literature of the present day. If we could 
find in these compositions no higher qualities than those which 
usually captivate the taste and fancy of superficial readers—an indo- 
lent facility of expressing commonplace sentiment decked out with 
a profusion of pretty metaphors, a copious stock of attractive epi- 
thets, and a neat-handed instrumental skilfulness in the manipulation 
of versified phrases—we should be content to leave Miss Ingelow’s 
popularity where it stands without further criticism. It would bea 
satisfaction, at any rate, to observe that there is still a disposition 
to relish that which is pure and innocent, even though it were 
deficient of intellectual power ; and that the foul dreams of morbid 
sensuality and the silly affectation of egotistic impiety are rejected 
for simple spoon-meat, where no stronger and richer food of an 
wholesome kind is to be had. But the poetry of Jean Ingelow is 
full of energy and meaning: it is not the diet of sucklings and 
weaklings. Thoughtful minds which have pee some stages of 
rf pa experience are best capable of assimilating the purport of 
these genuine effusions of profound thought and feeling. 

The reader who desires to find in poetry nothing better than an 
elegant amusement of the fancy, or a refined stimulant of voluptuous 
passion, or rhetorical and figurative illustrations of his favourite 
maxims, will have to seek them elsewhere. In these ms of Jean 
Ingelow, lyrical and idyllic, we find the most vivid and forcible 
imaginative expression of some of the most interesting phases in the 
history of the human soul, “I am positive I have a soul,” says the 
author of “ Tristram Shandy ;" and when the great modern poets, 
such as Goethe, Wordsworth, Tennyson, and Browning, employ their 
genius in displaying the mystic phenomena of the inner life, they 
may instruct us far more and delight us no less than by describing 
the fabulous exploits and adventures of chivalry, or copying the 
graceful fictions of the Greek mythology. 

It is well, indeed, for poetry “to come home to the business and 
bosoms of men,” but especially to that essential business which is 
transacted within the most private recesses of the bosom—the 
workings of conscience, faith, and the highest affections ; the doubts, 
the hopes, and the fears which accompany our loftiest desires and 
worthiest resolutions ; the difficult yet inevitable problems of destiny 
and yf the sense of independent activity and moral responsibility, 
crossed by the feeling of our subjection to the limits ~_ by our 
physical and mental constitution, and by our appoint ee in a 
world that is ruled by universal law; the feelings of personal 
attachment, other than those of an amatory nature, which link mortal 
beings to each other, and make their happiness greatly dependent on 
mutual confidence and sympathy; the persuasion, above all, without 
which these facts of our spiritual existence would present a mere be- 
wildering puzzle, that the conditions of our life are ordered by Supreme 
Wisdom ; and that even our liability to error, with all our troubles, 
failures, and bereavements, may finally be converted to an increase 
of abiding good. These topics are the theme of some of the noblest 
poetry of this age; of poetry, however, which is not didactic and 
sermonising, but animated by a sincere consciousness of the reality 
and urgency of those interests, the most vital to the soul of 
for which the official preachers of religion have been exclusively 
rivileged hitherto to prescribe. Such a poem as Tennyson’s “In 
emoriam,” for instance, appealing directly to the religious instincts 
and sentiments, from the point of view of a man thinking and 
feeling, irrespective of the doctrines of theological orthodoxy, is 
eminently characteristic of thie cent tendency of the highest 
imaginative literature. It may, therefore, be remarked, in the first 
place, that Miss Ingelow's poetry is inspired by the same disposition 
to meditate upon the affections and emotions of the spiritual life, 
and to interpret them by the aid of religious faith, but with a 
more express reference in certain passages to the established creed of 
Christendom. One of these pieces, “ Brothers and a Sermon,” 
contains an emphatic and eloquent exposition of the text “ Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock ;” whilst the nent of the scholar’s 
reply to his friend in “ Honours,” and the soliloquy of the student in 

olar and ee are no less unequivocal confessions of 
belief. byt aera king at some of the other poems, which convey 
no direct tions or doctrinal propositions, but are equally 
rvaded by the spirit of Christian trust, humility, and resignation, 
orming the key-note of all her poetic meditations on human life. 
As an example of what poetry is, we may take the first piece in 
this volume, “ Divided.” Poetry may be defined, we should say, as 
the exhibition of pregnant thoughts and ardent feelings set forth in 
the shape of such imagery or dramatic incidents as are spontaneously 
onerre the full mind brooding over those affections and ideas 
in its consciousness and finding harmonious utterance in rhythmical 
language. Now, here we have the idea of an ever widening, life- 
long separation of two loving persons, a youth and a maiden, who 
once pla together in the unsuspecting gaiety of childhood, and 
who still go on loving as before, and fo looking towards each 
other from an increasing distance, while perceive, ever more 
certainly, the fatal im ibility of their ever meeting and joinin 
one another again, is an affecting situation, and woul 
be a of the most pathetic lamentations in prose.

It is the 
perfect correspondence of the imagery, throughout this little parable 
of the divided lovers, fo the touching thought of a growing space 
of separation, with diminishing means of conversation, till 
they are denied even the remote perception of each other's 
presence, and only their faith in the constancy of their mutual 
affection is left,—it is this harmony of the symbolic figure with the 
idea represented by it, and with the emotions aroused by such a 
thought, which constitutes the excellence of the poem. We do not 
mean to confine this praise to those of Miss Ingelow’s compositions 
which are of an allegorical design. “The Star's Monument,” one 
of the most elaborate productions of this class, is not perhaps one 
of her happiest efforts. It is a tale within a tale, both stories 
lacking substance and the air of reality. A t in some ancient 
Oriental city, while fretting vainly at the anticipated neglect of his 
fame amongst mankind, is told by a wise astronomer of the sudden 
disappearance on that night of a certain star in the heavens ; and 
finding that his fellow-citizens have too soon become for- 
getful of the brilliant luminary, he takes this lesson to heart, 
and erects a marble monument to the memory of the ex- 
tinguished star, with the record, “ While she lived she shone.” 
He thereupon resolves to devote bis own life to the work 
of enlightening humanity, without the selfish care of winning praise. 
The moral of this pretty apologue merits our entire approval, but 
the narrative is too prolix for so slight an invention; and, as it is 
related by another poet, a young gentleman of modern times, linger- 
ing in an orchard with a young lady to whom he ought to make an 
offer of his heart and hand before starting on a voyage to a tropical 
clime, we listen with some impatience to this “concluding part of a 
discourse on fame.” Miss Ingelow might well have dispensed, in 
this and several other instances, with the wrapping or envelope of 
an external fiction lying outside the central poem. We could very 
well have also spared some of her prefatory verses, and others 
appended by way of “ After-thoughts,”” to such a truthful dramatic 
scene as the “ Afternoon at a Parsonage,” or to such a noble his- 
torical ballad as that of the London mercer, Winstanley, and his 
building of the Eddystone Lighthouse. Im these passages of 
superfluous introduction and commentary the author has made 
the mistake of attaching to a finished wal complete and admirable 
in itself, an unsuitable supplement of incongruous material, utterly 
different in texture, pattern, and colour. It is a mistake easily to 
be remedied by the mere omission of those few verses in a later 
edition. 

Miss Ingelow, though she is betrayed thus sometimes, by the com- 
posite and involved plan of telling a story, into discursive reflections 
and responses, better spared, does nevertheless command, in a degree 
rarely attained by writers of her sex, the power of keeping firmly, 
wherever she pleases, to the downright, straightforward delineation 
of the objects set before her mind’seye, undistracted by the side- 
lights of indirect allusion or the glimmer of subjective consciousness. 
It is a remarkable proof of her Eee intellectual capacity that she 
should exhibit this masculine faculty of direct realistic perception and 
objective imagination in an equal measure withthat delicate sensibility 
to the emotions and intuitions of the spiritual life, that brooding con- 
templation of the movements of the heart and conscience under the 
sway of religious ideas, and that inclination to soar into an exalted 
region of bigs Bas hy, which have been noticed as the most 
characteristic qualities of her lyrical poetry.

ADMIRAL HEXT. 

Admiral William Hext, R.N., of Tredithy and Lancarfe, Cornwall, who 
died recently at his seat, Tredithy, was the second son of Francis John Hext, 
Esq., of Tredithy, by his wife, Margaret, daughter and eventual heiress 
of Elias Lang, Keq., of Plymouth. He was born July &, 1780, and 
entered the Royal Navy in 1791, on board the Scout, and in 1793 joined 
the Russell, which formed part of the force under Lords Howe and 
Bridport in the actions of May 28, 29, and June 1, 17%, and June 23, 
1795. He was made a Lieutenant while in the Impétueux, in 17%, as a 
reward for his conduct displayed on the occasion of a mutiny. In 1804, 
while detached in a six-oared cutter, he, on his own responsibility, and with 
much danger and difficulty, detained and brought out from the River Ems a 
neutral laden with masts, destined for the enemy—an action which was 
sanctioned by orders afterwards received. In 1804 he had command of the 
Sheerness hired cntter, and in the following year was appointed senior of the 
Santa Margarita, in which vessel he was engaged in Sir Richard Strachan’s 
action off Ferrol, and signalised himself no lees by his valour than his skill 
as a sailor.

| like the “kitchen-middens” of the north, and ‘heaps of chells of 
oysters and other fish; pottery, bones of the horse, wild goat, wild 


boar, red deer, des longifrons, and the roebuck ; also bone handles, 
skates, an iron hatchet, iron knives, bronze pins, and various coins. 
The pottery is Roman, very like the Upchurch. It was suggested 
that these might be vestiges of the ancient British inhabiting the 
marshy tracts round London, who were undisturbed by their con- 
querors. There were also exhibited a picture-map of Palestine—the 
cities shown in a bird’s-eye view; a woodcut of the Holy City; 
Hebrew charms, blessings, and curses, written on parchment; also, 
drawings of ancient cannon in the museum of the Society of 
Antiquaries, Edinburgh ; the oldest, Mr. J. Hewitt remarked, is 
of the fifteenth century type, with a core of longitudinal staves, 
round which hoops of iron have been shrunk, leaving a space for the 
“chamber.” A wooden handle is fixed over the spike to direct the 
fire. The four guns, arranged on an orgue, are of Spanish construc- 
tion, of the time of Adolphus Gustavus, with a core of metal, over- 
la with cord and leather. 

e scientific examinations of the British barrows in Yorkshire, in

One barrow, however, showed 
that the body was placed, before burning, in precisely the same position as 
the non-cremation people placed their bodies in the ground. The burnings 
had been very imperfect, and the body was but charred, the bones showing 
the doubled-up position, remarkable as showing that the custom of contract- 
ing the body for burial, as adopted by the supposed aborigines, was continued 
by the later race, who burnt the body and collected the fragments. The 
vottery found during the week included several urns accompanying the barnt 
Renereka, but none containing burnt bones: with one exception. they were 
miniature cinerary urns. There wae also a singular absence of flint imple- 
| ments among the bedies and the material of the houves, and the cearchings 
made in the adjoining fields showed that flint chippings and implements were 
particularly scarce in the surface soi]. These of; ng® were on the southern 
slopes of the wolds, in which district the burials seem to have been more fre- 
quently burnt than otherwise, only one instance of inhvmation pure and 
simple occurring. 

Between Weavertherpe and Helperthorpe, in the great Wold 
Valley, are several low, a mounds in the grass- 
fields adjoining the high road. One of the largest of these mounds 
has been opened and found to be no sepulchre, but composed of 
various stratifications of old floors and earthy accumulations. The 
section in the centre, at 4 ft. deep, showed the curved line of the 
original hollow, and above this British pottery, bones of deer, ox, 
and swine were found. Ata higher level were large quantities of 
Roman pottery. Still higher were paved floors, hearths, showing 
signs of burning; part of a large vessel, like Anglo-Saxon ware; 
and an Anglo-Saxon bead; nearer the present surface medisval 
glazed pottery, iron nails, &c. These are accumulations of successive 
peoples, and denote the site of an ancient settlement, A well-marked 
trackway passes just to the north.

The chamber is elliptical in form, and cut in hard clay; it 
is reached by a narrow passage of masonry, 45 ft. long, and was sur- 
rounded at one time by a large circular earthwork. Pieces of iron- 
work, bone, and broken pottery were found (one Roman), burnt 
bones and charccal on the floor. Another instance is afforded of 
these caves being within fortifications ; showing that for some pur- 
| pose there were large fires within its walls, and that it contained 
remains similar to those found in the subterranean passages of like 
character which exist in Scotland, and are called “Weems” and 
“ Eirde-houses.” The cave is situated near ancient mine works. 

It has recently been stated that the Egyptian lock “may still be 
found in the Faroe Islands, and in some parts of Devon and 
Cornwall.” To this Mr. John Chubb replies that after man 
| inquiries he has failed to discover these locks in Devon and Cornwell ; 
but he has specimens of these locks “from Egypt and the Faroe 
Islands, and there were some in the Great Exhibition of 1862 from 

Chili ; all identical in principle, and differing but slightly in details.” 

From Mr. Noake’s “ Monastery and Cathedral of Worcester,” re- 
cently published, we learn that dy Godiva, of Coventry, left the 
Worcester monks the “ Bibliotheca,” a.p. 1057 ; and the great value 
set upon the bequest, as well as upon books generally, at that period, 
is shown by ite being usual to tow up a deed when a book was 
borrowed, and sometimes a deposit of money or plate was made as 
surety for the return of the book: Among the lines often written on 
a book to remind borrowers to return it are the following :— 

Thys boke ie one and GODES kors ys anoder : 
They that take the on, GOD gefe them the toder. 

Excavations in the choir of Rouen Cathedral have brought to light 
a statue of the eldest son of Henry Il., King of England and Duke 
of Normandy. In 1838 the sepulchral statue of Richard Cour de Lion 
was dug up, near the same spot thanks to the researches of the 
director of the Rouen Museum, M. Deville. 

Wren’s noble steeple of the Church of St. Bride, Fleet-street, was 
a short time since declared to be in jeopardy. The alarm, we are 
glad to learn, is groundless ; for Mr. Arding, the surveyor to the 
parish, has examined the state of the tower and steeple, and con- 
siders no t repair necessary. He recommends the stopping of 
every crack, and making perfect deficient cramps, bolts, &c., 
cleansing and painting—to be executed for about £200.
